You must conform’ to the 
health regulations and ‘change your mode of 
living, giving yourselves greater space for 
business and residences, and keeping your 

uartera ino moro cleanly condition. 
should inform your people that labor con- 
tracts made in China are void under our 
laws, and’ you- should inform them that 
the projudice which exists ogainst them 
and makes riotous violence possible 
in the future, may be largely removed if 
they will obey our laws and not set them 

yatenatically: at defiance. 1 would also 
recommend you to advise your countrymen 
in China of’ the present condition of public 
opinion in this State, and suggest to them 
the propriety of remaining at home.

CHINA AFFAIRS AT HOME. 
(From our London Correipondent.) 
- 5 *NEondon April 1th 1870. 

The last-moil, brought us the text of the 
judgment delivered in the Supreme.

News has been reegived from Berlin to the 
effect that a commercial caravan, accompa- 
nied by a Coasack escort and a acientitic ex- 
podition, is about ‘to leave: the. Russo-Sibe- 
rian Province of Semipalatinak to proceed to 
Western. China by the now route from 
Sainen to-Len—Tchu, on the Yellow River, 
explored by Colonel Sosnovski. Tho new 
route is 2,0U0 versts shorter than the Kisch- 
ta road and porfeotly practicable for vehioles, 
This, combined withthe announcements o 
short time back that a new Russian trading 
company with a large capitul was about ‘to’ 
be formed for the ‘purpose of conducting 
business in tea’ in the. interior, shows that 
considerable attention is being direotel by 
“the Colossus of the North” to its commer- 
oidl—and probably also its political—inte- 
rests in China, You may recollect aleo that 
some months back it waa reported that the 
Russian Government intended. to foster a 
steamboat traffic with the Enst via the Suez 
Canal, by subsidizing Russian, vessels to the’| 
extent of paying them back the amount 
oharged for the Qanal dues, . 
‘A new and unexpected field has been sug- 
gested for the employment of Chines: la- 
bourers, As you are no doubt aware the 
provincial affairs of Egypt have been rapidly 
getting into a etate of dire confusion, and Mr 
Cave, M.P., was commissioned to oosult 
with the Khedive.as tothe means neossary 
for putting the country upon its moxetary 


‘|legs again. In the report which he made 


itis suggested that- Chinese might be profi- 
tably employed in oultivating lurge tracts 
of land which are now useless, and it soms 
thet the Khedive would be willing to grant 
facilities to any enterprising Celestials who 
would care to: cultivate his land and add to 
his revenue, ‘Should anything come of this 
idea, we may one of these days see Chinese 
emigration setting in in quite « new direc- 
tion; and the results of such a movement 
would probably be of great importatice, 

" For’ some time past it has been rumoured 
that the Chinede Government haye been 
contemplating raiving a loan of some mag~ 
nitude, in Europe ; but it isto be premmed 
that, if they really‘have had this idea, they 


‘| will ase the advisability of obstaining for 


some time at least from putting it into prac- 
tice. ‘Lhe public have been so: grievously 
bitten by Turkish, Peruvian and other loans, 
that. they would certainly look very unfa- 
yourably upon one on the part of Chins, and 
itwould. be consequently extremely ditioult 
to float it, ; .

The first witness called was Lee Ayow. 
He stated as follows; On the 6th inst., 1 
went on board: the Kinwhan with the 
deceased Wong Achow, a hawker of salt 
fish. We both intended to go to Janton 
to our respective native places. Weustarted 
at 8am, We were sitting forward, along- 
side of each other, near the foro-hatch, 
immediately close to it.. The hatch was 
put on. About half past 8 o’clock, when 
the steamer got to a place called Ohiin Fa 
Lok, near ‘Chin Wan, a sound of explosion 
was heard; then smoke and steam entered 
the place. where we were sitting, The 
passengers became alarmed and ran still 
more forward. I did not notice Wong 
Achow then. The steam and smoke were 
very suffocating and quite hot. They 
came as far as wo were sitting, The steanr 
and smoke wore too thick, ao that we had 
to feel our way to the fore-peak We 
ovuld not see on account of the smoke and 
steam. 1 went up the. ladder to the upper 
deck and was allright, “Ifound that Wong 
Achow was not with me thou, The steamer 
then came to‘an anchor, and I looked for 
Wong Achow. I could not find him for 
somo time, I went down the same ladder 
when thié'smoke and steam had disspated, 
and found the deceased lying in the batch 
at the fore-peak, looked into the hatch 
accidentally, Theihold was about thred or 
four feet.deep. {ewan dead then, When 
the vessel came into Hongkong,-I reported 
the ocourrence to the deceased’s wile, and 
the boly was tuken to Hospital.
